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EEVI2W  OF  PUBLIC  ASSISTAilCS 

The  last  session  of  the  Montana  Legislative  Assembly  enacted  legis- 
lation permitting  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  to  remove  maximToms  on 
Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  Needy  Blind  grpnts  and  appropriated  funds 
for  financing  these  programs  on  a  liberalized  basis.  Accordingly,  the 
Department  revised  budget  standards  and  raised  administrative  maximums 
for  these  programs  from  $50  to  $80  for  subsistence  needs,  i^90  for  nurs- 
ing home  care,  and  $100  for  hospitalization.  These  revisions  became  ef- 
fective July  1,  19^. 

Prom  June  to  July  average  grants  for  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to 
Ueedy  Blind  increased  $4,00  and  $6.32  respectively.  Total  expenditures 
for  public  assistance  for  July  vrere  slightly  more  than  $800,000,  ^  over 
the  previous  month.  The  substantial  Increase  in  payments  for  Old  Age 
Assistance  and  Aid  to  Needy  Blind  was  partially  offset  by  a  decrease  in 
county  expenditures  for  general  relief  purposes.  (See  Table  I,  page  4) 

Although  the  revised  standards  are  applicable  to  all  public  assist- 
ance programs,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  payments  were  not  affected  ap- 
preciably inasmuch  as  maximums  on  payments  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
had  been  removed  earlier.  The  anticipated  level  of  payments  under  the 
new  allowances  will  more  fully  meet  the  needs  of  recipients  than  did  the 
previous  standard,  particularly  since  living  costs  are  approaching  a  de- 
gree of  stability. 

During  the  past  year  some  increase  has  been  noted  in  the  number  of 
recipients  of  public  assistance.  Old  Age  Assistance  has  increased  2.9^; 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  8.5^;  and  Aid  to  Needy  Blind,  7.6^.  The  Gen- 
eral Relief  caseload,  after  gradually  increasing  during  the  year,  dropped 
sharply  in  July  as  supplementation  of  other  assistance  was  discontinued 
in  approximately  250  cases,  which  brought  the  load  11.7^  below  the  cor- 
responding month  of  last  year. 

Despite  this  apparent  decrease  in  the  General  Relief  caseload,  the 
trend  for  all  Montana  assistance  programs  is  definitely  upward,  paral- 
leling the  national  trend  somevrhat,  but  at  a  lovrer  rate  of  increase.
